We mean to 
aay by this that Intelligent pmlnlng 
may mold the tree Into almost any 
•iesirod form. 

liven the despised lombardy poplar, 
which, by the way. Is a stately and 
beautiful tree when properly placed 
and cared for, can be so pruned as to 
produce a pleasing effect if taken In 
time and pruned each year. 

The most common error is to neg 
lect the pruning until the tree has 
become ill shaped, and then to at- 
tempt by the drastic method of cut 
ting off many large limbs or the en 
tire trunk to give the symmetry and 
beauty desired Such methods seldom 
bring the desired results, and gener- 
ally leave the tree so badly maimed 
and disfigured that It is removed, eith- 
er by man or by the destroying fungi 
which enter the tree where large 



Cuack Grass. 

As a usual thing, quack grass does 
not mature i;a seed in hay or tn win- 
ter grain cri ps, since they are cut too 
early, but in hay that Is left standing 
for seed and in spring grains it does 
become ma' ire and is carried from 
field to field or from farm to farm by 
the threshirr machine, In manure. In 
hay and straw- or in seed grain or 
grass seed. 

The flist thing to do is to learn to 
\ now quack grass seed ar.d then re- 
fute absolutely to ur.c any grain for 
eeed that co;.t:iins it. As roon as the 
fall work it « oil out of the way get 
the fanning ".HI in working order aud 
clean the rr 1 grain so well that there 
is no weed ttxsl of any kind in it. 
With oat* r:-.i barley the work must 
be done par' '■■ tilarly well, since quack 
rccd resenilc s these to a certalu ex- 
tent, although it la much smaller. Buy 
your seed, grain and trass seed early 
and be abrol: tely rure that you get uo 



PRUNE THE DORMANT GRAPES 

At Any Other Time Upward Flow of 
Sap Is 80 Strong That It Will 
Cause "Bleeding." 

Grape Tines, unlike many other 
Tines, trees and shrubs, can be 
pruned without Injury only when 
they are In a deep dormant condition 
At any other time the upward flow of 
sap Is so strong that It will flow out of 
the wound and cause what Is callel 
bleeding, which Impairs the vitality 
of the plant. 

The time tc prune the grape vines Is 
soon after they have dropped their 
leaves, and the whole plant becomes 
preferably with a falling

would servo four-fifths of the through 
traffic needs of tho state He advo- 
cated using the automobile license 
fund to make a start ggj such a sys- 
tem 

C. S. Miller of Alexander county 
tated that the people in the southern 
rnd of the Btate want the state to 
build tho main roads, this to be fol- 
lowed by county improvement of tho 
other roads, with perhaps some help 
from tho state They also advocate 
he use of convict labor on the roads, 
and tho abolishment of two-thirds of 
the present number of highway com 
mlssioners. 

He was followed by Mr. Donovan of 
the Highway Commissioners associa- 
tion. He said that the commission 
ers do not wish to block all changes 
of the present laws, but they do want 
fair treatment. lie stated that much 
more would be accomplished under 
the present system if the commis- 
sioners had more money 

There Is probably no man In Illinois 
who knows more about the road ques- 
tion than Homer C Tice. chairman of 
the legislative good roads committee. 
His committee bus devoted much 
time to investigating ihe problem 
from cvry possible anple. and is pre- 
paring a very comprehensive report 
to li'iek up the bill which It will in- 
troduce Into the lee.i.-lature. Some of 
the best information received by the 
eominittie wns from th- rural mail 
carriers of tho state. Answers to the 
questions sent out by the committee 
were received from MM carriers.
